Nearly all the 
pending ‘claims have been taken up 
by lawyers as contingent ones, the 
usual fee stipulated being 33 1-3 per 
cent. of the amount allowed. One 
firm, which has a large international 
business, has filed claims for various 
clients to the aggregate amount of §3,- 
000,000. A Washington lawyer, who 
was attached to the military govern- 
ment for a brief period, represents 
ms amounting to $800,000. 
re are a number of claims of 
Cuban-Americans, which were taken 
up dy the State Department and 
p on the Spanish government 
for reparation for injuries inflicted or 
for imprisonment. In two or three 
cases of this kind the Spanish authori. 
tles had agreed to make compensation 
for the injuries. Among these is that 
of Mra. Ruiz, the widow of Dr. Ricardo 
Ruiz, who, it was charged, was killed 
in jail near Havana in the last days 
of President Cleveland's administra- 
tion. Ruiz filed a claim for 
$76,000 damages, and since she 
of her husband has been living in 
Washington in poverty.

RAPID DEVELOPMENT REPORTED 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
WASHINGTON, April 4—A recent 
rapid development in the Russian mor- 
chant marine is recorded in a report 
received at the State Department from 
Consul Kehle at Stettin. Her mer- 
chant fleet, which a few years ago con- 
sisted of a few steamers and about 
two hundred Finnish sailing ships, 
now numbers more than three thous- 
and steamships, including river steam- 
ers. An imperial ukase recently put in 
force limited the Russian coast trade 
to her own steamers. This covers the 
trade between Furopeon and Asiatic 
Russia, but owing to the heavy war 
demand in Asiatic Russia, this part of 
the empire is temporarily exempt from 
the decree. However, just as soon as 
this demand ceases, it is certain that 
the exemption will be withdrawn and 
the coast trade law strictly enforced.

RUSSIA PULLS OUT TO GIVE. ITALY 
A CHANCE. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
PARIS, April 4—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] An official of the Foreign Office 
informed a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press today that the sensation 
which was being created by the de- 
parture of the Russian warships from 
Toulon is quite artificial. It was never 
intended that the whoie Russian 
squadron should remain there during 
the Franco-lItalian festivities, as it 
was recognized that the presence of 
a third party would tend to check the 
expansion feeling, while at the same 
time it might invest the events at 
on in the minds of others with a 
triple political character which they 
do not possess. The Czar wishes, nev- 
ertheless, that the Russian navy 
should greet President Loubet at 
Toulon, and it will be represented by 
at least two warships, which will stay 
there during the festivities, in which 
their officers will participate. 

A Russian personage in this city 
who was interviewed on the subject 
spoke in the same strain, explaining 
that had the Russian officers and war- 
ships been in too great numbers, 
they might have diverted to them- 
selves part of the demonstrative 
friendliness which the Italians came 
to seek in France. He also said that 
there had been a lack of discretion on 
the part of the Russian Consul at 
Toulon, and deciared that the Rus- 
sian squadron had never intended to 
take part in the fetes. He admits that 
the departture of the Russian warshi 
was hastened in order to cut short the 
reports in certain Paris papers which 
had been attributing undue signifi- 
cance to the appearance of the Rus- 
sian squadron at the present juncture.

DISON’S LATEST TASK. 
A New York dispatch to the Chi- 
cage Record-Herald states that Thomas 
A. Edigon is at work upon an inven- 
tion it successful, will revce'u- 
tionize the electric automobile busi- 
ness. It is claimed that Mr. Edison's 
invention, if successful, will be “as 
important and as profitable as the in- 
vention of the telephone.” This can 
well be believed when & is stated that 
the task which Mr. Edison has under- 
taken is the construction of a storage 
battery which shall be not only light 
in weight, but much more powerful 
than the storage batteries now in use. 
If Mr. Edison can produce a storage 
battery which will yield as much 
power within a given time as a gaso- 
line motor of the same weight wil! 
yield within the same time, the ques- 
tion of motive power for automobiles 
will de solved—at least, for many years 
to come, or until some new discovery 
shall have revolutionized the produc- 
tion and application of motive power. 
The electric motor is indisputably the 
best, the most tractable, and the most 
practicable motive power for automo- 
aside from the one serious dis- 
advantage of the excessive weight of 
source of energy, the storage bat- 
tery. If this one drawback can be 
overcome, the electric automobile will 
practically displace all other kinds of 
motor vehicles, and will come into 
general use—provided the price be not 
too high—with a rapidity which will 
astonish the whole civilized world. The 
task which Mr. Edison has set himself 
is - difficult one; but who can doubt 
that “the wizard” will ultimately at- 
tain success in this undertaking? 

It is by no means certain that Mr. 
Edison has not already reached results 
which he regards as a virtual solution 
of the problem. The dispatch to which 
reference has already been made states 
that he has ordered from a well-known 
manufacturer two electric automobiles 
with the storage batteries left out; that 
he will put into them batteries of his 
own construction; and that he will 
make a long automobile tour for the 
purpose of testing his new invention. 
The results of Mr. Edison's investi- 
gations will be awaited with the great- 
est of eagerness. All that is needed, 
now, is the invention or discovery: of 
an approximately-perfect motive power 
to make the automobile a popular 
necessity, instead of a luxury in which 
only the wealthy can indulge. While 
several millions of dollars have been 
invested in the manufacture of auto- 
vehicles in the United States, the in- 
dustry is not as yet entirely beyond 
the tentative stage. None of ihe 
sources of energy at present employed 
is entirely satisfactory, though each 
has its good points. The status of the 
auto-vehicle cannot be fully established 
until a motor has been found free 
from all the principal objections which 
are brought agains’ the motors at pres- 
ent in use. If Mr. Edison can accom- 
plish the task which he has under- 
taken, it will be the greatest of his 
numerous great achievements in the 
realm of invention. J

This matter has been 
mooted so long that many growers 
have become indifferent to it, but expe- 
rience and observation have forced the 
majority of growers to admit that for 
once theory backed by later results has 
triumphed, and that fair success is 
rare where the proper principles of 


The Raisin Sensation.

The cause is no doubt attributa- 
ble to continued warm weather for 
nearly two years; the physical 


weather and the stimulating influences 


more fruit to set than the following 
conditions could properly mature. If 


it follews that the warm rains of No- 
vember last, just preceding the change 
to severe cold weather in January and 
hot weather following the frost, were 
conditions calculated to injure and 
destroy the fruit life in a weakened or 
premature form by the first cause. This 
is logical, and I think a true solution 
of the situation the growers have had 
to confront. Mistfortunes never come 
singly. The railroads have made a 
mess of it by the slow time in trans- 
portation. The most discouraging feat- 
ure of the case is that the orange 
growers have done all they could to 
minimize the adverse conditions, while 
the railroads have left undone all 
they should had they wished to make 
the situation disastrous. From present 
indications the next crop wili mature 
at the proper time, and in the best con- 
dition, and should the shippers wish 
to adopt the Great Northern route the 
fruit will hold up well the entire season 
without refrigeration.

CONGESTED RAILWAY TRAFFIC. 

SANTA BARBARA, April 4.—[{Regu- 
lar Correspondence.}] The Southern 
Pacific Company is surely to be con- 
gratulated upon its eagerness to get 
the new coast line into action, and re- 
lieve the congested traffic. All along 
the line th emost strenuous conditions 
have had to be overcome in order to 
get the trains in running order at all. 
Probably the most trying circum- 
stances have been met with at Santa 

rbara of any place. It has been the 
intention of the company from the 
first to make this a freight division 
station, but with the exception of the 
additional sidetracks placed in the 
freight yards,-at the lower depot, the 
equipments have not been increased 
over those which have been required to 
take care of the business of a branch 
line. 

To say that the local agents of the 
company have had their hands full 
since the first train came through is 
putting it mildly, indeed. When the 
little crowd gathered at the freight 
depot to see the first regular come roll- 
ing in behind the monster mogul, they 
wondered at the squad of men armed 
with shovels and perched upon a flat- 
car of coal. They were there to coal 
the big incoming engine. Nearly every 
train has been late, and each time the 
engines have to receive attention upon 
the bare tracks of the freight yards. 
Coal is shoveled into them from a flai- 
car, and the water tank must be sought 
in another part of the yards. The time 
consumed at this depot is from twenty 
minutes to half an hour. 

At the Victoria station the accom- 
modations are still more crude. From 
this station the best people of the land 
have to be handled. In the ladies wait- 
ing-room there is not a light of any 
description. The long overiands stop 
with baggage and express cars opposite 
the station, and the tail end of the 
train standing on an embankment is 
searcely to be reached by the ladies, 
even by the aid of the porter'’s stel.

CITY NOMENCLATURE MAY HAVE 
TO UNDERGO A CHANGE. 


Mime Shannon's desertion of Shan- 
none Point“ is still the sensation of 
the day in police circles, and is the 
talk of the town. 

Nobody thought that Shannon would 
do it, but he did. He actually left the 
“point” of his own volition, and that 
historic spot known for lo! these many 
years as “Shannon's Point,” may soon 
local nomenclature, for 
“Shannon's Point,” with Shannon no- 
where in view, would be as irrelevant 
as the play of Hamlet with Hamlet 
cut out. 

For almost as many years as Los 
Angeles has had a regularly organized 
police: Officer Shannon has been 
stationed, fair weather or foul, in 
rain or shine, at the junction of Tem- 
ple, Spring and Main streets, where he 
has most sealously looked after the 
safety of pedestrians crossing the 
travel-congested streets at that point.

The fight on all the legal questions 
involved is made in the case against 
Vaughn solely. The legal questions 
all pertain to the validity of the re- 
cent grand jury. 

As soon as the matter was called up 
by Judge Smith yesterday morning, J. 
W. McKinley, Esq., in behalf of the 
defense, presented a motion to set 
aside the indictment and dismiss the 
proceeding. Deputy District Attorney 
Jones appeared for the people. The 
courtroom was well filled with spec- 
tators, mostly attorneys, who have be- 
come interested in the technically-legal 
questions that have been called up in 
reference to the last body of in- 
quisitors, who but recently concluded 
their labors of invest the af- 
faire of the county. 

POINTS ATTACK. 

The validity of the grand jury was 
attacked on many grounds, in the mo- 
tion to set aside, and Mr. McKinley 
set them forth at length to the court.

Several of the grand jurors had been 
subpoenaed yesterday to answer ques- 
tions along the line of objections raised 
in the motion to set aside, principally, 
however, as to bias, property qualifica- 
tion and the examination of witnesses 
in the Vaughn matter whose names 
may not have been inserted on the in- 
dictment. 


LEWIS SHEDS LIGHT. 

The first juror go examined was 
T. A. Lewis. He was quiszed 
by Mr. McKinley and stated that he 
had known Vaughn for ten or fifteen 
years, but that he has no feeling of 
bias or prejudice against him. He said, 
however, that prior to the grand jury 
investigation, he had often discussed 
Vaughn's methods of obtaining drug 
contracts and felt from what he heard 
that his methods were improper and 
irregular. But Mr. Lewis was sure that 
in the indictment matter he had acted 
without prejudice and solely on the 

evidence elicited by the jury.

this they will not do: hence the county 
goes as it hae heretofore with dozens 
of these large properties intact. There 
will be no prosperity and but a slight 
increase in population unt this old 
order of things is supplanted by a new 
and more progressive system. The 
people are coming to California as they 
never came before, with a view to per- 
manentiy remain; but where is the in- 
ducement for a colony to settle?
